THE NEED FOR FOREIGN MARKETS. 
The compulsion which lies 
011 the American 
business m an to seek a wider export m arket for 
his goods is graphically shown in an article in 
the current issue of The Magazine of Wall Street 
by Theodore M. Knappen. 
Mr. Knappen begins by pointing out that up 
to now our home m arket has been expanding 
fast enough to care for the ever-increasing pro­ 
ductivity of American factories. 
Between 1890 and 1900 our population in­ 
creased by 13.000.000 Between 1900 and 1910 the 
figure was the same. Between 1910 and 1920 the 
increase was 16,000,000. But for the decade just 
ended it probably will not be above 10.000,000, 
and in the future it will be progressively less. 
The reasons for this decrease are simple. We 
have cut down our immigration stream to a mere 
trickle; and our birthrate is rapidly failing. The 
decade 1930 - 1940 probably will see a population 
increase of about 5,000,000, and by 1960 the coun­ 
try’s population is expected to be stabilized in the 
neighborhood of 160.000-,000 people. 
Ail of this, as Mr. Knappen points out, means 
that the productivity of industry is now increas­ 
ing more raidly than the-size of the home 
m arket — a siuation never before encountered 
in America. If American m anufacturers are not 
to find themselves with a constantly-increasing 
\urplus on their hands, they m ust find broader 
m arkets overseas to take care of this surplus. 
The farm er, Mr. Knappen points out, is in 


his present depressed condition largely because 
of this same circumstance. 
His productivity has 
increased at a greater rate than his m arket. 
Lacking a m arket abroad, he has fallen on very 
hard times. 
Unless industry cultivates the for­ 
eign m arket, it will be in the same boat in a few 
years. 
Luckily, there are signs tha t the job is al­ 
ready being tackled. American business is served 
by brains, energy and vision. It can be depended 
on to take care of tougher problems than this.
